These 
ten dollar shares will be sold 
starting Monday, May 19, the 
birthday of Malcolm X, and will 
be available in each Dining Hall 
at lunch and dinner. Shares can 
also be purchased at the Stu- 
dent Information Center (sic) 
at Stevenson College, or from 
any CCMX member wearing 
a distinctive button. 


Donations of ten dollars or 
more will entitle the donor to 
a numbered stock certificate 
which “signifies the desire of 
the owner to share in the future 
an institution devoted to the 
study of minority peoples for 
the benefit of all peoples. 
‘¢‘Money received from the sale 
of the shares will be held in 
trust and turned over to the 
University as a gift, provided 
that a college devoted to min- 
ority studies is built and named 
after El Hajj Malik El-Shabazz, 
Malcolm X, 


The final decision to present 
the money to the University 
will be made by the board of 
trustees of the Fund for the 
College of Malcolm X., The 
board is made up of faculty 
students, and members of the 
Santa Cruz community. Pro- 
fessor Robert Buckhout is ch- 
airman and Professor David 
Kaun is the Fund’s treasurer. 
Other trustees include Jon Su- 
mida, Cy Rockins, Dave Mar- 
lowe, Jim Gonzalez, and Pen- 
nie Weinberg. 


The sale of participation 
shares is the latest move by the 
Fundto provide needed gift fund- 
ing for the college. Usually a 
college at UCSCis financed from 
a variety of sources, and the 
development of such facilities 
as the college library, a public 
auditorium, and special cultural 
events have been dependent on 
the $600,000 to $800,000 con- 
tributed from private sources. 

In the past, the Regents have 
agreed to naming the colleges 
at UCSC after major donors,

and such funding has come 
originally from private found- 
ations. The Board of Trustees 
feel that since the idea of the 
College of Malcolm X had its 
roots in the community, and 
Since much of the enthusiasm 
and continued support for the 
proposal is in the community, 
it would be entirely appropri- 
ate if this same community 
aided in funding the college. 
The first step inthis direction 
was made when Supporters of 
the college were asked to make

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ICB launches fee referendum vote drive

The next few days will see 
a concerted effort by the ICB, 
TWPA, SIMCHA, CCMX, and 
other campus groups to insure 
the passage of the student fee 
increase for next year. AS re- 
ported in last week’s PRESS, 
the $3.50 increase will be divi- 
ded among the EOP, ICB, ( and 
the various campus organiza- 
tions which it supports) and the 
Tutorial Project. Fifty percent 
(50%) of all students must vote 
and the 2/3 of those voting must 
approve in order for the mea- 
sure to be passed. 

The referendum effort was 
initiated by the ICB. This group 
may face extinction if the ref- 
erendum does not pass. This 
year the organization was 
funded with $12,000 provided by 
the Chancellor. Because of this 
the ICB has worked under pro- 
visions for a veto by the admin- 
istration. This power was not 
exercised, but it does stand as 
a threat to this organization. 

EOP funds for next year, 
which currently come from the 
Federal government, have been 
cut back by 48%. Part of this 


loss can be made up from other 
sources, but there still will re- 
main a deficit of $50,000 to 
$75.000. Students on the EOP 
program now’ receive about 
$2,000 in aid per year. The re- 
mainder of the funds is spent for 
recruitment in high School and 
junior colleges in the area, 


If passed, the referendum will 
provide an extra $7,500 for the 
Tutorial Project. Director Ira 
Weise has Stated that this money 
will allow his organization t o 
serve an extra 200 children in 
the Santa Cruz community. 


The PRESS, radio KRUZ, and 
the soon to be published literary 
magazine are financed through 
the ICB this year. These funds 
amount to about a quarter of 
the ICB budget. Next year, funds 
for these organizations will 
come from existing student fees 
and will amount to about 50¢ 
per Student quarter. 

In pressing this referendum, 
the ICB had to make the de- 
cision as to whether to ask for 
Tutorial, EOP, and ICB funds 
in the same vote. They, as the 
voters, had to weigh the rela- 
tive merits of each organiza- 


tion. The things which they 
asked themselves and each 
other are also the questions 
the voters must answer. 
Monday night, after dinner, 
there will be a door-to-door 
canvassing of the resident 
houses in all four colleges. Sup= 
porters of the referendum will 
seek to convince their fellow 
students of the merits if not the 
necessity of the fee increase. 
What is the EOP? Most people 
realize that this organization, 
through its director, Tom 
Fletcher, recruits andthenaids 
minority students who attend 
UCSC. The effort as stated may 
be ‘‘as American as apple pie” 
but who knows anything more 
than that? What are the re- 
cruitment policies- of EOP? 
What is or what should Santa 
Cruz be offering these students? 


Education must be the fore- 
most thing, you say. Leader- 
ship opportunities and leader- 
ship training, which minority 
communities desperately need, 
are also being supplied. Ask 
yourself, and ask the refer- 
endum supporter who visits you, 
which of the two possibilitiesis 


and should be stressed. The 
Minutemen are being educated 
and trained up in the Santa 
Cruz mountains. Graduates 
from that course are Surely not 
the leaders society needs. 

Of course, the analogy can- 
not be drawn. No college turns 
out professional soldiers, least 
of all right-wing soldiers. The 
point(perhaps brashly made) is 
that I do not know what EOP 
is doing, what kinds of students 
they are bringing to UCSC, and 
what they expect of them when 
they arrive. I am not critici- 
zing EOP here or any of the 
other organizations below. Only 
I as a voter have these quest- 
ions, I, as a voter, would like 
to have the answers before the 
election next week. 

The Tutorial Project cur- 
rently involves some 100 young 
people from Santa Cruz. Tutors 
teach and play with the child- 
ren while working with teachers 
and parents in an effort to 
understand, respect, and edu- 
cate. 

Many of the canvassers at 
Crown and Merrill will be from

s Caesar opens 


...praise him

What a production! The tutorial benefit 
performance of Julius Caesar Wednesday 
night in the Stevenson dining hall was a tour 
de force in imagination, The basic concept 
of this production, as expressed by Mr. 
Sheldon Feldner is that tragedy should be 
spectacular to be poignant. The set and 
costumes live up tothis concept--and how! 
They must be seen to be believed, as must 
the wild patterned floor canvas and ‘the 
lighting effects. Suffice it to say that the 
costuming is Marvel-ous. 

Interesting and effective use was made of 
eight television monitors placed in various 
locations throughout the dining hall which 
carried at various times live shots of the 
action on stage and a pre-recorded video- 
taped section at one point. The simple and 
well-done electronic sound effects matched 
the contemporary visual electronics both 
at their best, incidentally, in the storm 
scene in act one. Taken as a whole the 
innovations made on the set and costuming 
work to great effect. Whatever stand one 
might take on the relevancy of the various 
innovations it cannot be said that they 
detract from the production--in spite of

From the first rehearsal until opening 
night, a successful play grows from an 
embryo to an adult; mature and with a 
distinct character. The University Theatre 
Company production of Shakespeare’s 
Julius Caesar was still very much a child 
on tts opening night. It was as if the nor- 
mal growth of the characters and the dra- 
matic pace necessary tosuccessfullycarry 
ott a Shakespearean tragedy were nipped 
in the bud; martyred for the sake of elec- 
tronic gimickry that failed utterly. 

The main characters, with the exception 
of Dan Lord as Marcus Antonius, were 
formless, emotionally unrelated bodies. 
Julius Caesar, because of the short time he 
appears in the play, must be a caricature 
of the most ‘‘powerful’’ of Romans, Stuart 
Bennet as Caesar was weak and babyish; 
fit for the slaughter he receives. 

Cassius, the leader of the conspiracy and 
played by Kenneth Kendler exhibits a 
marked New York Jewish accent as well as 
a Veronica Lake hair Style. He was not 
only ‘‘lean and hungry’’ but was rather a 
bitch. His high pitched rantings were

In 1964, ‘Ramparts’ magazine 
revealed that Michigan State 
University had received enor- 
mous amounts of money from 
the government to develop, 
train, and equip a secret police 
force for Diem’s regime in 
Vietnam. Since then, concerned 
students and faculty have looked 
beyond unmarked laboratories 
and ‘‘unspecified’’ funds to dis- 
cover the actual extent and na- 
ture of the activities of govern- 
ment and private industry within 
the university. 

It seems that universities 
have become, through the pan- 
dering and prostitution of ad- 
ministrators, faculty, and trus- 
tees, rich sources of military 
technology and policy. Although 
the perversion of the campus 
by industry and government 
seems to be a Secondary tar- 
get of student activism, the 
Stanford and Harvard sit-ins 
last month yielded a wealth of 
compromising material that 
documented the disturbing act- 
ivities of the ‘‘military-indust- 
rial complex’’ at those camp-

Last week, the student gov- 
ernment at the Santa Barbara 
campus announced its initiation 
of a program to win student 
control over the recruiting act- 
ivities of government and indus- 
try at the University of Cal- 
ifornia. Conceivably, the pro- 
gram will grow to include a 
Student voice in the screening 
of government and industry con- 
tracts to develop weapons or 
policy. The: Santa Cruz ICB 
is now acting on the Santa Bar- 
bara announcement, 

If there is a single issue 
which demands the attentionand 
positive action of students and 
faculty, it is the extraordinary 
misuse of the university by out- 
side forces. While Santa Cruz 
may share other problems with 
larger, urban campuses, the 
greatest threat lies precisely 
in this kind of subtle subvers- 
ion by government and industry. 
Santa Cruz already has a pre- 
ponderance of scientific fac= 
ilities and ranking faculty--the 
Situation is ripe for the intro- 
duction of ‘‘research and devel- 
opment’’ contracts, if these 
have not already been accepted. 
This, above all, is the vital con- 
cern of Student activism at all 


levels,

Regents 
condemned 


Stevenson Student Council 
last night passed a resolution 
condemning the University of 
California and the Board of Re- 
gents for their role in the dis- 
turbances yesterday over the U- 
niversity’s attempt to clear the 
‘*People’s Park’? in Berkeleyto 
begin the construction of a soc- 
cer field. The resolution fol- 
lowed reports out of Berkeley 
that police, at the request of the 
University, had dispersed dem- 
onstrators with tear-gas and 
shot-gun fire. 

Student Council’s resolution 
stated that the University was 
‘totally unresponsive to the 
needs and aspirations of the 
Berkeley community’? and that 
it ‘precipitated violence by 
condoning the excessive use of 
force to pr: tect property at the 
expense of the people’s safety,’® 
The resolution was passed at 
an emergency meeting with one 
*‘no’? vote, one abstention, and 
two absences, 

Last minute reports from U PI 
state that Governor Reagan has 
activated the National Guard for 
duty at the Berkeley campus and 
the vicinity of yesterday’s dis- 
turbances. 

There will be an open rally 
today at 3:00 in the Cowell 
Courtyard to discuss possible 
action on the part of the UCSC 
community.

On May 20-21, students will be 
asked to vote on an ICB-init- 
iated referendum which wou'd 
increase quarterly student fees 
by $3.50, with two dollars al- 
lotted to EOP for scholarships, 
recruiting, and cu 
recruiting, and community pro- 
jects, and $1.50 given directly 
to ICB as a part of its oper- 
ating budget. Voting will take 
place in food lines, at the col- 
lege offices, and at the Nat. 
Sci. steno pool on both days. 

Although two articles in sup- 
port of the resolution were pro- 
mised by members of ICB but 
not delivered, the referendum 
seems to enjoy wide support a- 
mong students, The direct as- 
sessment of three dollars is not 
excesSive for a campus aS gen- 
erally affluent as ours. 

Some students are disturbed 
by ICB’s attempts to ‘‘ride’’ 
its funding onthe EOP measure, 
which clearly is more justified 
and more popular. One student 
labeled the device ‘‘manipula- 
tive and unfair’’, since it does 
not allow the student to vote for 
one but not the other. 

The referendum deserves 
Support, even in its present 
form. But attempts at the demo- 
cratic process woud be more 
convincing if such measures 
were open to selective voting.

in stark contrast to the calm, 
almost monotone portrayal of 
Marcus Brutus by Michael] 
Fiske. Brutus exhibits a fine 
enough speaking voice but his 
movements and gestures were 
machine-like and dogged. His 
embraces were timid and un- 
authentic. 

Rounding out the leading 
males was Dan Lord, who with 
great gusto attempted to pick 
up the tempo of the exhausted 
play but was successful only in 
his ‘‘And Brutus is an honor- 
able man?’ scene, in which his 
emotional presence was Superb. 
However his emotion oftencar- 
ried him past the words, and the 
famous lines were now and again 
lost when he attempted to shout 
the lines. Indeed, all the per- 
formers showed a distinct in- 
ability to shout a word and still 
be understood. 

The claim that this production 
was by ‘*inmates’” was not mis- 
leading nor was the ironic par- 
allel between Sheldon Feldner’s 
direction and that of the Marquis 
de Sade. Portia played by Robin 
Reitzes was hysterically in- 
sane, probably because she 
could get no apparent rise out of 
her husband. The citizens of 
Rome, mostly women, were all 
perfect for a production of 
Marat Sade, and true to that play 
they were all doing their own 
obsessive little things while 
screeching around the oddly 
painted floor and simulating a 
drunken insane asylum. When 
the guards, dressed in their 
Marvel Comics’ cartoon outfits 
herded the frantic ladies and 
gents off the stage, an elderly 
man from downtown com- 
mented, ‘Good...get rid of all 
the damn hippies’’; and in truth 
most of the players appeared 
as just that; damn hippies, not 
Romans. 

The supporting characters, 
notably the senators, were non- 
descript but for Casca, played 
somewhat effeminately and in- 
consistently by Mark Dennis.

But the greater tragedy of the 
evening was the ‘‘ multi-media” 
failure, Electronics add to the 
‘‘non-human’? aspects of this 
productign and the electronic 
Twilight Zene whizz and whirr 
sound effects seemed Stupid and 
out of place. What the play ne- 
eded was dynamic personalities 
not television monitors to dis- 
tract from the performance. 

Aside from the visual and 
auditory hazards of theatre in 
the semi-round and the harshly 
lighted, absolutely non-Roman, 
non-anything-in-particu- 
lar sets, Act I started off dis- 
mally as the brilliant Cobbler’s 
Puns were lost to sound dis- 
orders and a mumbling, badly 
blocked first scene. In short, 
the First Act of Julius Caesar 
presents the situation and the 
characters. It was a jumbled 
attempt at best. Mr. Lord was 
exuberant but most ofthe other 
characters acted as ifthey knew 
Caesar was going todie anyway, 
so who cares, The booming 
voiced soothsayer and his love- 
ly companion were the _ high 
points to a confusing First Act

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(Originally Julius Caesar is 
Five Acts but is presented in 
Three here. The show lasts 
three hours plus.) 

Act II, wherein the assasin- 
ation takes place was the best 
of the play, with the assasin- 
ation played, previously re- 
corded on video-tape. The ef- 
fect was, I suppose, to simulate 
the instant replay of President 
Kennedy’s Assasination or 
whatever, but only served to 
take away from any real at- 
mosphere that might have de- 
veloped on the stage. The hippy 
crowd responded inanely to 
Marcus Antonius but he carried 
off his public mourning well. 
The Act ends with a power 
struggle on the horizon. 


Finally Act III is a_ tedious 
exercise in ending a play which 
never really ends. That is, 
Shakespeare continues’ this 
theme into Antony and Cleo- 
patra. The problem arises from 
the lack of distinct or strong 
characters on the parts of 
Brutus and Cassius. In this final 
act they both kill themselves 
and this is supposed to be a 
tragedy. But their deaths, as 
their portrayals, are pathetic, 
and the audience is as glad as 
the characters for them to die 
and end a long and over-drawn 
out play. 


In sum, multi-media (and to 
my horror there was no music 
which would certainly have 
helped erase’ the computer 
quality of the show), is no sub=- 
stitute for fine single-media 
“acting. In this day and age of 
modernity we must not reject 
all things of the past; mime, 
music, and personality can 
never be replaced with gadgets. 
What would we do without elec- 
tricity? We would, I hepe, pro- 
ceed in candlelight and be thril- 
‘ed to our hearts over the elo- 
quence of Shakespeare’s words,

how_much they might distract 
one’s attention at the outset, 
These are secondary matters 
and do not really affect the es- 
sential content of the play. Per- 
sonally I found’ the innovations 
highly original and exciting and 
they added interest and color to 
the production. 


The performance was very 
good by and large, a plus to be 
given for flawless lines and a 
minus for the excessive length- 
Wednesday night’s performance 
took three full hours.
